RESOLUTION 

Neic Delhi, the 21st July 1964 

No. 24 (l)Plant(A) /64.—In view of the important place that Tea occupies in 
India’s exports, the question of strengthening the financial base of the tea indus¬ 
try has been engaging the attention of the Government of India for some time. 
It has been decided to appoint a Committee for examining the needs of the indus¬ 
try and the assistance which should be given to it. 

2. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as follows:-— 

(i) To examine the financial position of the tea industry with particular 
reference to the requirements of increase in production and exports; 

fill To review the financial assistance available to the industry from the 
Tea Board and Banking institutions and to suggest simplification of 
procedures relating thereto; 

(iii) To make recommendations regarding the provision of finances required 
by the industry; 

(ivl To examine the structure of taxes on tea and to suggest appropriate 
measures for giving tax relief where necessary; 

(v) To make any other recommendation that the Committee may deem 
appropriate for the development of the tea industry.
